One  Month  above  the  Number  of  "Days  that  Lazarus  was  in  his 
Grave.  The  very  Hour .  he  was  put  in  the  Earth  Ihail  he  arife.  Know  ye  the  Day,  mv 
Children  ?  well.  The  Twenty  Fifth  Day  of  May.  Right.  I  fay  ye  fhall  fee  him  rife 
that’s  now  Dead.  Bor  thy  part,  by  whom  I  {peak,  tlipu  flralt  not  laugh  until  thou  be- 
holdeft  him.  No,  thou  fhalt  not  fnrile,  I  fay,  becaufe  of  thy  Unwillingnefs  to  declare. 
Thy  Joy  fhall  be  abated,  fear  not,  thy  Peace  lhall  be  multiplied.  O  ye  that  have  heard 
the  Day  declar’d  in  which  1  will,  by  thee,  [Here  he  laid  his  Hand  upon  J.  L’s  Shoulders.]  raife 
him,  who  Brail  be  rotten:  Behold  him  by  whom  I  fpeak  ;  if  you  fee  any  Sign  of  Joy  fixed 
jpn  his  Vifage,  fay  then,  The  Words  were  not  the  Lord’s,  .  .Let  this,  my  Child,  be  a  fure 
.Sign  unto  thy  {elf 

I  love  thee;  therefore  it  is  that  I  pronounce  no  greater  Judgment.  For  know,  more 
have  1  to  fay  by  thee  e’er  that  is  accomplifhed ;  elfe  Biouldft  thou  be  {truck  dumb.  [Here 
befpoketo  J.  L.J  Fear  thou  not,  my  Chiid^  J.  fay,  Thou  ibalt  appear  upon  the  Five  and 
Twentieth  of  M ay  next,  in  that  Ground  where  nry  Servant  lieth.  Wait  thou  there,  with 
others  of  rny  Children,  from  Twelve  at  Noon,  until  Six  in  th§  Evening.  I  will  furround 
you.  An  Angelick  Hoft  lhall  guard  thee,  with  thy  Companions,  No  Hurt.  Brail  come 
unto  thee,  nor  any  of  mine.  Yet  Brail  they  fee  thofe  who  come,  thinking  to  believe  by 
feeing,  be  confumed  before  thee. 

Provide  no  Clpathing  for  my  Servant ;  for  he  Brail  rife  Pure  and  Innocent.  Therefore 
fro  Shame  Brail  attend  him.  Neither  Biall  it  be  efteem’d  Indecency,  for  him  to  walk  Naked 
unto  his  Habitation.  Remember,  remember  the  Day,  the  Time;  obferve  it ;  from  Twelve 
’till  Six.  But  e’er  That,  nry  Glory  Brail  appear.  I  will,  before  that  Day,  make  it  manifeft, 
that  I  am  God.  O  many,  with  you,  Brail  acknowledge  tire  fame.  But  others  will  com- 
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you,  nry  Children,  unto  the  Magicians  of  Egypt ;  who,  by  their  1 
/to  the  aBoniBiing  of  the  People.  But  that  will  Bop  all  Mouths.  For  know,  the 
Power  of  the  Devil  never  extended  fo  far  as  to  raife  the  Dead  ;  which  I  will,  by  nry  Ser-
